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Over the years, the WTC BID has appeared before numerous Neighborhood 
Council meetings and those of its PLUC Committee and strongly supported 
the project. The Neighborhood Council has taken a formal action of support 
for the project. 

The LAX Coastal Chamber of Commerce Board of Directors has also taken 
a formal action of support for the project. 

The Westchester YMCA Board of Managers, which is a neighbor, has taken 
a formal position in support of this project. 

A number of other community organizations and individuals have actively 
supported the proposed project as well. 

Chick Fil-A As a Catalytic Project 

Beyond the fact of the broad range of support enjoyed by this project 
proposal is the reality that it will replace an existing dilapidated, blighted, 
vacant eyesore with a use that makes a positive contribution towards the 
effectuation of a pedestrian oriented community dining and shopping district. 
The reason that the Westchester community has supported extensive 
streetscape beautification, formation of the WTC BID, and adoption of the 
Community Design Overlay District was to achieve this community 
revitalization goal. 

CDO Cannot Be Used Against the Project 

We explained to the Hearing Officer that, as founding supporters of the 
Westchester CDO, that we absolutely intended that proposals such as this 
Chick Fil-A proposal would be encouraged by the CDO. To now hear it 
cited as a reason to not to approve the project on account of drafting 
immaturities, is an outrageous misuse of our community’s good will and 
intent. The WTC BID feels so strongly about this abusive interpretation that 
we met with the Planning staff (Ms. Conni Pallini-Tipton and Mr. Kevin 
Jones) to discuss the Westchester CDO’s history and express an interest in 
repealing or seriously modifying it. 

These community arguments are made even more persuasive when the 
alternative use of the subject site as an LAX parking facility is understood. 

It is clearly time for more appropriate, community minded, professional 
planning perspectives to prevail.
